To be Bul! by the Union Pacific to Re-
place the Ol Stracinre,

e —
A Double-Track, Btree’-Uar, Wagon
and Pedestrian Thoronghfare
PBetween Omsha and
Oouncil 73iufle,

General Manager Oallaway prosents to
the public the following, which
will be greoted with immenso satlefaction
by all people, both east and west, tribu-
‘isry In thelr commeroe to the Unlon
Paslfio:

The bridge over the Missoutl river be-
twoen Omahna  and Council Bluffs having
become Inadequate for the large traffio
now paesingg over {t, the board of direct-
ors of the Unlon Paclfio rallway company
have determined to st onoce commence
the erection of » new double trask bridge
with rosdway to scoommodate wagon,
stroot-oar and foot travel on elther slde.
Work will be commence lmmedistely,
and the bridge completed probablyjdur-
ing 1886 or early the following season,
Ay the present supporis oannot be eco-
nomfeally adapted for & bridge of greater
width, they will be supplanted by manon-
ry plors. The buildlng of this bridge
will probably necessitate the rearrange-
ment of the termioal facilities at Omaha,
and plans  looking to this are
now under oonslderatlon, The work
will be under the immediate supervision
of Mr, Gao. S, Morrlson, an ominent
engineer of New York Olty, and the
bullder of the B. & M. bridge at Platta-
mouth and the Northwestern bridge at
Blale. His astistant, Mr. Parkhurat, is
now In Omahs collecting materlal for the
Immedlate prosecatlon of the work.
There Is no questioning the popular
endorsement which thia step on the part

of the Union Paclfic will receive. The
present bridge hss ever been Inade-
It

quate to the publle requirements,
has afforded no thoroughfare communi-
cation such as 1s almost emsentlal be
tween the two citles at its elther end
snd In the press of rall traffic hae no
met the requirements for ordinsry baal-
nens expedition. It has been the source
of great complalnt against the company
n tlmespast, and this step of liberal re-
form will prove at least
one recommendation for the company to
publlc favor, The advantages which will
acerne to Omahs, Council Bluffs and the
road Itself are immessurable,

It may be that the construction of
new bridge ls a step toward creating a
unlon centre here for all roads converg-
ing In this locality on both sldes of the
river, bat Mr, Callaway s not prepared
to say that such s the case, stating
merely that whatever may result in the
future, the new departure ls Imperatively
demanded by the Individual traflic of his

road,
A DIFFERENT OPINION,

A reporler for the Bee oalled last
evenlng on Mr, Jchn A. Horbach, who (s
considerably  Interested in the
nestion of a bridge acrcss the Blg Mud-
3, at this point, Mr. Horbach scme
time ago, In company with other capl-
tallsts, eecured m charter from congress
for the construotion of a bridge, but the
project has besn lying dormant recently.
When asked by the reporter what efisot
‘he new bridge to be baollt
by the Unlon Paclfic wounld have on his
scheme, Mr, Horbach replied that he did
not belleve the Union Pacific had any In-
tentlons of bullding another bridge,
““The first I heard of it,"” continued the
sntleman, *“‘was when I read it in the
ek, I do not take any stock In the
story myself, and belleve it Is unly & bluff
game, The Unlon Paclfic officlals are
va? anxions to find out what I am goiog
to do, and think perhsps they can scare
meo Into selllng my charter. at it will
soon be known what will be done, and
we can afford to be patlent and awalt
developments,”

A TERRIBLE ACOIDENT.

Wil'is|Orandle, a SouthjOmaha Labor-
er, Bun Over by & Train—De-
tails of the Occourrence,

As Martin Spetler, s butoher in the
hide srd tallow factory of Oberne, Hoa-
fck & Co., near the SBonth Omaha Stock
yards, was golng to his work a llttle afier
4 o'clock yesterday, he saw a slcken.
{og sight. Afew hundred yards from
the factory, lylog on the U. P. track,was
the dead body of & man. The corpse had
evidently been rum over by » traln, for
it was horribly mutilated, The face was
untouched, however, and as it lay up-
turned In the brigh. moonllght, Spetler
gwvw the featores of o fidlow workman,
Wiills Crandle, a fireman In the Oberne,

Hoslck factory.

Horrified st the diecovery he had
mude, Spetler ran to the train dispatoh.
or's i flice mt the stock yards, and gave In-
formstion of Crandle's desth, UCoroner
Deexsl wan at once notified and weot ont
to the stock yards on & special train pro-
vided by the Uuion Pacific railway. A
jury was at once Imgpanelled to {uvestl
gate the death of the unfortunate man,
A powber of witnesses were examined,
sod the clrcumatances immudiately prior
to the accldent were pretty fully cleared

up.
Late Thureday, Orandle fell In with
a party of young men st the stook yarde,
who prop sed that they should geton s
sprée, Urandle, though nos an ln.em-
perate man, or st 8!l sddicted to lLquer,
sssented, and In a few hours every wem.
ber of the party was pretty thoroughly
intoxioated About two o'clock In the
murplog Orandie loft Johnson's saloon at
the stook yards, where he had besn drink-
Ing, telllug his comrsdes that he thought
he had encugh to dreink, snd woud go
howe to bed A fow moments later be
was aven by Operator Hall at the U, P,
stockyards st tion, to whom he remsrked
thut be wes goicg bome, Hall noticed st
the thwe tha: Urandle was drunk, but
thopgbe nothivg spwolal of the matter
Phat fa the lass time Orendle war seen
alive He protub sy walked cown tae
track toward the fuc ory & d bego g
red sa' down on the refl sud foll s loey.
The teaio thet wpss bave rop over him
was the BHee sevibon of N 19, freighe,
doe st the stock yards at 2:46. 1t Is also

quite probable that the wecond seotlon,

doe & hall hour or wmo Iater,
may have also passe over
the body, Another theory s that In:

stead of falling saleop on the track,Cran-
dle may have been walklng along as tne
traln was passing, and have fallen In be-
tween twooars, The theory of sulclde
in nct to ba merlomly entertained, an
tnere are no elrcumstances conneoted
with the sase leading one to belleve that
Orandle contemplated self-destruotion.

The verdlet of the jury was “That
sald Willls Crandle came to hia death by
belng run over by traln No, 19 on the
Union Paclfio rallway, between 2 and 4
o'clock a. m., September 24, 1885. We
turthermore find that sald W. Crandle
was under the Inflaence of liguor at the
time, and supposad to have laid down on
the track and dozed off to aleep.”

No consure waa attached to the engln-
sor of No, 10, although It is cerlainly
strange that he did notlos the body of
ths man on the frack ahead.

The body has been removed to thenn.
dettaking roomy of Drexel & Maul,
where It Is belng prepared for Interment,
It s horelbly mutllated, The teunk la
nearly out in two, The right arm wa
seyered at the elbow, while the left leg
Is well high torn from lts mocket. Alto-
ge'hor the alght Ia a ghastly one.

Crandle was a young man 20 yesrs of
ago, unmarried, and had beenfor the past
fow months employed in tha factory of
Oberne, Hoslck & Oo,, in this olty. His
mother and father live in Ohlo. He
has a brother linving in Dea Molnes and
one In Denver, both of whom have been
notified of his untimely death. §HE=E57,

At this time of Missourl Pasific oper-
atlons about here, tke presence of A nam-
ber of the company's officars was greeted
asslgnificant, An Interview wans obtain-
ed with & pumber of the gentlemsa
(pleasant fellows as raflroad men go) in
the hope of obtalning something ot
local Intereat. It happened, however,
that the run In here was made merely to
turn their train around, and the party
left, nelther having gone up In the city
nor seen avy ona in a business connec-
tlon. The trip I8 made merely to glve
the new superintendent, Mr, Karrlgan,
an Idea of the syatem he supervises, and
to Introduce him to the situation of
nffalrs,

Converslog with a llitle groop of the
party, the reporter asked, ‘‘have you
come here in the interest of yournew en-
terprise toward thia city?”

“No; our visit Is merely cssual and
we have no buslness here at present.”

*‘Ia Ia probable that the Missourl Pa-
olfie will extend northward from Omaha?"

“*Well, that may be most probable.
I think that in timo we will cover this
country bul as yet no plans ere matured
and nothing specifioc can be stated, The

A WOMAN'S WOE,

The yad Story of a Divorce Petition—
Sults in the District Qourt
To-Day.

Yeaterday Mrs, M, Kelley filed In the
distriot court a petition for a divorce
from her hasband, Richard Kelley. The
story of her marrled life is s pecullarly
sad one, She was marrled to the de-
fendant In June, 1883, In Fort Dodge.
Shortly after the marriage Kelley bogan
to grow cold and even abuslve, and a few
months later (In the succeeding spring)

he deserted her. For some time she
could find no trace of his whereabonts,
bat finally located blm In Omaha.
She csme here In Aprll, 1984,
belong then In » delicate conditlon. She
found him lviog hersa with another
woman, wnd although he was In good
clrcumstances and earnlog comfortable
wages, he refused to provide for her.
She was taken care of by kind friends,
however, ln a few months sfter her ar-
rival here she gave birth to a child, which
died before it was ten days old. Kelley
kas since refused to do anything for her,
and has been living In open adultery
with another woman. On thess grounds
Mrs. Kelley claims a divoroe.

A VETERAN NYSTERY.

Favival of the Hagen Oase With Bome
Davelopmanta Which Wil
Proye of Intarest,

On the 234 of Jane, 1884, the body
of a man was taken from the river at
this polnt and burled unknown In the
poor farm potter's fisld. It Is mafe to
any ihat no corpas ever belure had such
a varled exporlence and secured so much
publie notloe. In the firsl place it was
ploked up by Towa fishermen, bat floated
away while they went to Counoll Bluifs
for the coroner; when the floater arclved
here It was still transfixed with the boat
hook which the Hawkeye fishera had
thrust Into It. Along In the last winter
Me. John Mortison, of Lineoln, came to
this olty and told of the mysterious dle-
appearance of hls son-ln-law, Jamas A,

Hagen, a morchant tallor at the capltal,
The coroner showed him trinketa taken
from the bodles of unkaown dead, aad
Mr., Morrlaon ldentified & key, a loather
purse and s ring which were
taken from the floater above meuntloned,
as the property of Hagen. Later on In
the year, one very cold dsy, Mr. Mor-
rison returned, had the floater exhumed
and beoame satlafied that It was the
body of Hagen, Some weeka ago he had
the bonea again taken up and decently In-
terred In Prospect Hill cemetery. Ha-
gen oarrled $2,000 on hia life, but the in-
surance companles refased on tho evi-
douce to acoept the floater an Hagen. It
then became an object to establish the
Identity of the missing tallor, and De-
teotive James Davies was employed by
Mr. Morrlson to work up the mystery of
Hagen's fate. FKour hondred dollare
were at once published as the roward
for the apprehenslon of the murderers,
as murder was the nccepted theory.

At thls date the evidence stands
In queer form, Mr, Davles hss
the testimony of a man  who
olalms that the body now belleved to be
Hagen’s {8 that of an old bum who was
concerned In the murder of Hagen and
was afterward accldently drowned with
the few worlhless relles of his vietim
in his pocket. Thia atory Is fishy. On
the other hand, there Is an old hag living
In the bottoms who has told Daviea and
Officer Cormack at varions times that
one night durlog March, 1884, she raw
a man answerlvg Hageu's description
beaten to death and thrown in the river,
through & hole in the loe. The old
woman's atory may be troe but admlitting
the truth of it, the belicf is that what
she saw was the murder of Halverson,
the recovery cf whose body from the
river at Plattamonth and the attending
clroumstances, will be remembered ea
oue of the senra'lons of the summer of
"84,

Apaln anolher rumor ia In clroulation,
It 1a stated that & man has
spposred befora John Morrl-
son, @t Lincoln wsnd given the
trup solutlon, He gave to Mr, Morrison
tha watch which Hegen had worn and re-
veolad the full dotails of a shocking
murder, detailing every olrcumstancs,
how he was driven in a hack north of the
cliy to a point nosr Florence, and thera
killed ana pitehed into the river. How
troe this is Mr. Morrieon can best tell.

The insuranca company hclds the posi-
tlon that the body here has not been es-
tabllshed as that of Hagen, and refuoss
to pay the polity. . They olilm that they
recelved a letter from a man in a western
town who ssked how much it would ba
worth to produce Hagen allve, They
did not notice the letter, as It ls not their
business to prove that the Lincoln tailor
is living. The case is as ever sn Inter
esting one, and the public wounld, with-
out doubt, take great pleasure in having
the myatery solved.

Boy Burglars,

The raid upon the restaunrant ‘*fence,”
and the arrest of the proprietor, Willard,
and five boys, bring into promlnent con-
alderation a condition of affalrs which is
deplorable In the extreme. Omaha Is to-
day, and has been for the pust year, In-
feated with a crowd of boys who are as
depraved In morals and as experienced
In crime a8 the most hardened crlminal
would care to be. They have been a
sonrce of no inconsiderable loss to the
people of the clty and a perpetaal nuls-
ance to the police. OI the five boys now

In custody, every one of them has been
arrested numberless times previously,
and  although there was no
question of the evidence egalnst
them, their yonth protected them from
punishment beyond the reform school
and that institution has been crowded be-
yond receiving another inmate for months
past.  Ia this case, however, something
will have to be dene with the young cul-
prits, even thoogh they must be sent to
the penitentlary.

They are bold, darlng ecamps, and
carry tholr thefts to the extreme of bur-
glary. In fact, evidence Is at hand that
a number of recent honse-breakings
were perpetrated by them, The strangest
featurea In thelr csees ia that all of them
have parents and good homes, They are
boys who, perhaps, licensed by parental
ingulgence, have become vitlated by too
much strest ass olations and have resched
s degree of depravity the eriminal eli-
max of which gave, perhaps, the first be-
lated warning to the father and mother.

The boys will be glven but ltile sym-
pathy this time, and the wmpirlt of the
progecution s to oonvict them st the ex-
pense of easlog Willard's penalty, If 1t
must be, The methods of thelr opera-
¢l ns were elmilar In every detall to pro-
fesslonal cracksmen. They would go on
a plundering rald and dispoze of thelr
booty to Willard for small oash or for
meals, ples, eto , of no value. It is be-
lleved that In this wise they burglarized
Boshman, Wilson & Larrison, Beal &
Behrons, 8 Cuming street grocery, and
asveral other places, as well as ocommit-
tog Innumsrable sueak thofts,

Thess yourg raroals should be made by
the public to co what good the cxample
of thelr fate will sot. Growlog boys
shoold bs wetohed mud guarded by thelr
parents, and If the princlple of honor
is not in the teachlngs let It st least be
told the young thst no crlme goes unde-
teoted and that the chances of escaping
the penalty of wrong dolog are so slight
as uot for an lostaat to be irasted,
